Approximately 1,500 Men 
Return To Their Jobs; 
Former Employees Favored 


Ten days to two weeks earlier 
than usual, the lumbering season 
in El Dorado County is getting un- 
der way and principal mills in the 
county will start operations on Mon- 
day of the coming week. 


The resumption of seasonal oper- 
ations returns to active work a to- 
tal of approximately fifteen hun- 
dred men in the county and all 
major companies point out that 
there are no jobs for men who have 
not previously been employed by the 
companies. 

In other words, although jobs are 
opening up, there are regular em- 
ployees of the operating companies 
waiting and qualified to return to 
their posts. 

A check-up Thursday morning re- 
vealed the following: 

Woods operations of the Michi- 
gan-California Lumber Company 


are under way and it is expected | 


the mill may be started Monday. 
The company will employ the usual 
staff of approximately four hundred 
men. 


The California Door Company is 
doing preliminary work in the woods 
| and the woods crew will go to work 
Monday. The mill will start a week 
later. Approximately 240 men will 
be employed. 

Sacramento Box Company is op- 
| erating at China Flat with a crew 
| of approximately 140 men and Pla- 
| cerville Lumber Company, in the 
Fresh Pond district, is expected to 
Start its mill Monday with a crew 
of about one hundred forty men. 

Berry’s operations, on the Alpine 
highway, are expected to start about 
May 1 with a crew of fifty men and 
Blair Brothers, operating near Pa- 
cific House, are all ready engaged 
in falling, It is expected their mill

PRISON BOARD 
STANDS PAT 


Group Will Hold Office 
Pending Court Ruling On 
Olson's Right To Trial 


SAN FRANCISCO (lP—Gov. Cul- 
bert Olson’s dismissal of the state 
board of prison directors, announc- 
ed last night, does not affect the 
board’s present situation and until 
a Marin county superior court rules 
on the governor’s power to try them, 
they will retain office, George T. 
Davis, attorney for the board, an- 
nounced today. 

After reviewing 2700 pages of tes- 
timony Olson sustained the dismis- 
sal on the fololwing specific counts:. 

1. Guards were permitted to in- 
flict cruel and inhuman punish- 
ment on convicts by flogging and 
“standing on the spot.” 

2. An “incompetent warden” was 
employed (Warden Court Smith). 

3. No “punishment book” was 
maintained, as required by law. 

4. Attempts were made to sup- 
press facts from prison investigat- 
ors. 

5. Witnesses were coerced in an 
attempt to prevent testimony un- 
favorable to the board. 

6. Brutality by guards was tol- 
erated, resulting in the fatal shoot- 
| ing of Convict Frank Tucker, and 
no adequate investigation of the 
shooting was made. 

7. Convicts were not provided 
with proper food, and there was no 
check made on incoming shipments 
against purchase orders. 

8. Board members, O’Brien and 
Harvey, interfered with the prison 
investigation. 

9. Despite board orders, 
Quentin's dungeon was not abol- 
ished. 

10. Proper safety standards were 
not effected in the prison jute mill. 

11. Water polluted by sewage was 
permitted to be used in the prison 
shower baths.

REPORT BRIEF 

BERLIN (UP) — The official 
DNB News Agency announced today 
‘that strong German troop rein- 
forcements were landed today at 
Oslo, Bergen, and Stavanger. 

Gun crews from the sunken Ger- 
man cruisers Bluecher and Karl- 
surhe were reported to have man- 
ned costal batteries at unnamed 
points along the Norwegian cioat. 

German communiques continued 
;to avoid any reference to the bat- 
;tles fought in the Skagerrak but 
said a British destroyer was bomb- 
ed, an airplane shot down and a 
searchlight put out of commission 
in a raid at Scapa Flow. 

BRITISH VIEW 

LONDON <UP) — First Lord of 
the Admiralty Winston Churchill 
declared today that the Skagerrak 
1sea battle still is raging and prom- 
ised that German warships would 
be blasted from the sea and allied 
control established in Norway. 

The battle from Denmark to the 
distant north sea shores, Churchill 
told the House of Commons, has 
resulted in “great losses” to the 
German navy. 

Churchill disclosed in fighting the 
German invasion of Norway since 
Sunday: 

Four British destroyers (including 
two lost at Narvik) had been sunk. 
They included the 1,345-ton Glow- 
worm and the 1,870 ton Gurkha. 
Each had a normal crew of slightly 
under 200 men. 

The mighty 38,000 ton British 
battleship Dodney was struck by a 
heavy Nazi aerial bomb but her 
decks “resisted it” and only seven 
men were injured. 

The 32,000 ton British — battle 
cruiser Renown fought and routed 
the German battleship Scharnhorst 
of 26,000 tons and the German crui- 
ser Admiral Hipper of 10,600 tons. 
in a dramatic battle north of Nar- 
vik. 
| Four German cruisers have been 
sunk. 

The British destroyer Zulu sank 
a German U-boat off the Orkney 
Islands and British submarines 
have “taken a heavy toll of German 
transport and store ships crossing 
to Scandinavia.” 

About a dozen German merchant 
ships have been sunk or captured 
in the Skaggerak and Kattegat or 
in the North Sea. p 

A number of German destroyers 
“together with some U-boats” have 
been destroyed by the allied naval 
and air forces. 

The Faroe Islands, north of Scot- 
land and owned by Demark, are 
now being occupied by the British 
but will be returned later to Den- 
mark. The question of Iceland, also 
under the Danish king, will be given 
further consideration.
